mission on Obscenity and
Pornography.

It has been suggested that
this Commission, as well as
other citize ns advisory
groups, was not accomplish-
ing much and was placing a
great deal of tax burden on
the citizens. Although there
may be some advisory
groups which can be elimi-
nated, such is not the case
with the Commission on Ob-
scenity and Pornography.

THIS KEY, 15-member

group of citizens is a leader

in the county's efforts in
the war on smut and por
nography. It is charged
with the job of assisting the
District Attorney, Sheriff,
Superintendent of School,
and County Counsel in legal
efforts to eliminate pornog
raphy

Up until last month, com
missioners were not reim
bursed for attendance at
meetings, and total operat
ing cost for the last fiscal
year was $973. That in

cludes staff and supplies

During this fiscal year,
operating costs will rise to
$3,947 and commissioners
will be compensated at a
rate of $25 per meeting, not
to exceed 12 meetings a
Year

THIS IS A moderate price
to pay for the best thinking
and good advice of interest
ed citizens. Without such ad-
vice from the public, gov-
ernment at all levels would
be at a great loss
